For a week or so past posters have 
been in evidence in the various build- 
ings of t''c University advertising the 
French Holiday Courses, which are 
to be held at McGill during the 
month of July. Similar posters have 
been placed in all the educational in- 



stitutions of any importance through- 
out this country and the United 
States, while recently a batch of cir- 
culars illustrating the objects and 
methods of the Summer School have 
been printed for distribution in the 
wake of thcio advance posters. 

It appears that two gra'des of 
training will be supplied, one com- 
paratively elementary and the other 
more advanced in character. They 
are intended 'for all persons, more es- 
pecially teachers, who are desirous of 
pcrfectii'iig their theoretical and prac- 
tical knowledge of French. 

Those who attended the schools 
held some years ago, were moftly 
teachers and university students, but 
there have always been representa- 
tives O'f the legal, medical, and other 
professions.

Team Now Holds the Junior 
Championship of Quebec 



Playing on ice covered with slush 
and deep pools of water, the McGill 
Junior team ripped the defence of 
the Intcrscholastic championship team 
wide open and scored a total of four 
goals while holding ithe opposition 
scoreless, thu;.' winning the chance to 
go to Toronto and play in the semi 
•finals for the John Ross Robertson 
Memorial Trophy, which is emblema- 
tic of t«c Junior Hockey Champion 
ship of Canada. Although the Junior 
•team out-weighted the Lower Canada 
delegation this was far from a point 
in their favor, as the soft ice, well 
concealed by water and slush, made 
it difficult for the heavy men to get 
any speed at all. The teams had 
both throughout the season won most- 
of their games by clever combina- 
tion playing, so thai they were badly 
handicapped by the impossibility of 
passing the puck across the 'heavy ice. 
The Red and White had the. better of 
the play throughout all . hut a small 
part of the game. They out-skated 
their opponents, and stick-handled 
far better than ever before. 

The West End team was unable to 
work the puck through the Red and 
White defence, and on the occasions 
that they did McCall was able to stop 
and clear in such a way as to not 
leave the slightest chance for a tally. 
Time after time the Lower Canada 
goal tender was unable Ho clear be- 
fore the centre man got in to the puck, 
and only poor shooting kept the score 
low. This was dire to the pools of 
deep water in front of both goals, in 
which the rubber would stop dead, 
leaving it for the first man to get it. 
It was in this point that McGill had 
an advantage. Iiccause of the speed of 
Emo and Joslin, who got the disk out 
of the danger zone time after time 
by out-skating "the L.C.S, team. 

The game started in a listless man- 
ner. McCall had (he sun from one of 
the upper windows in his eyes, but 
was able to stop everything that came 
his way, which was not much. The 
teams were unable to show anything 
in the line of fast work, because of 
the ice. 

The second period started with a 
rush. Both teams were becoming ac- 
customed to the heavy going, and 
were able to pass better. McCall 
made sonic pretty stops when Wray 
came down the ice time alter time, 
shooting from outside the defence. 
Then the Red and White nailed the 
puck, and passing well, worked their 
way up the ice, Connor passing to 
Emo, who scored on a clever shot.

Actors Rehearse for Perform- 
ance in Two Weeks' 
Time. 



Following on the example set by 
the McGill Players' Club in their pre- 
sentation of three one-act plays last 
spring, the Department of Modern 
Languages will shortly stage three 
one-act French playlets in the Convo- 
cation Hall of the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege. 

For some weeks past the actors and 
actreses who, arc drawn for the most 
part trom the third and fourth years 
in French, have been rehearsing 
industriously, and it is expected that 
the plays will be ready for a critical 
public in about two week:.' time. 

In order to vary the programme as 
much as possible three distinct types 
of modern French comedy were, chos- 
en. The first is a delicate playlet of 
the "précieuse" type ''called "Les Co- 
teaux de Mcdoc," from the pen of 
Tristan Bernard. Xcxt comes a rep- 
resentative of the highly anuiMng sen- 
timental comedy or "comédie larmo- 
yante" type— "La Joie Fait Peur," by 
St. Marc-Girardin. As a climax one 
of the uproarious farce-comedies of 
ihe well-known anti-bcaurocratic dra- 
matist Courtclinc has been chosen, en- 
titled „Lc Commissaire est Bon En- 
fant." 

Admission will lie free to all stu- 
dents and members of the professori- 
ate. Outside admission will be by in- 
vitation onlv.

Faculty Representatives to 
Handle Sales of Books. 



The 1923 Annual Board, who have 
been busily engaged j on tihe publica- 
tion of .this year's edition of "Old Mc- 
Gill" since boforc the Christmas holi- 
days, will 'tart their sale campaign 
this morning in all the Faculties of the 
University. 

The Board arc of opinion that this 
year's Annual will measure up to the 
high standard "set b*y"tts predecessors 
in every way. Especial care has been 
taken to make the book a complete 
ind attractive record of the session 
1921-22. while at the same time de- 
voting a large amount of space to the 
Junior V'ears as the onus of publica- 
tion and ultimate responsibility de- 
volves upon them. The Art work in 
particular is of an unusually high or- 
der. A. L. Perry, whose work is 
well known to almost every student, 
was a Junior in Architecture this 
season, and has handled the position 
of Art Editor for the coming An- 
nual. 

Considering that the Annual tradi- 
tion should not be lost to McGill. and 
that the "Yearbook," which appeared 
last year might well be regarded as a 
special departure designed to com- 
memorate the McGill Centennial, the 
Junior War Toprcscntattivos 'this 
year decided unanimously to revert to 
the old Annual. This decision was 
largely in accordance with the gen- 
eral trend of student opinion about 
the Campus. Consequently this year's 
book will once again bear the name 
"Old McGill" on the familiar .dark 
cover, and will attain the quarter-cen- 
tury mark in Junior publications at 
McGill by being the twenty-fifth of 
its line. 

The details of sale are very simple, 
and should' cause no undue red-tape. 
Following on the plan adopted by the 
Yearbook last year, slips will be is- 
sued with a printed statement by 
which intending subscribers will be 
enabled to sign away $3.00 f three dol- 
lars) from the amount of their cau- 
tion money deposited with the Bur- 
sar. These slips will be distributed 
through all the years of the various 
Faculties by the Junior Year represen- 
tatives to the Annual Board or by 
their representatives. As soon as the 
Annuals arc delivered by the printers, 
which is expected to beabout the first 
week of nest month, they will be dis- 
tributed to the subscribers at once. 

It might be mentioned that the 
Board have definitely decided to limit 
the number of Annuals to one thous- 
and copies in order that no loss may 
be incurred by extra copies left over 
unsold at the end of the campaign. As 
there are close upon six hundred 
Juniors, it is easily seen that students 
of other years desiring a copy of the 
1923 Annual would do well to sign 
the subscription blanks immediately.

CLUB VISITS 
TWO PLANTS 
OFINTEREST 

Engineers Make Trip to Glass 
and Ice Cream Plants. 



ICE CREAM POPULAR. 



Glass Factory Running Full 
Blast — Much of Interest 
Seen. 



The Mechanical Club staged a very 
successful trip on Saturday afternoon, 
when the Purity Ice Cream plant, 
and the Dominion Glass Works 
were visited. Several members of the 
Engineering Department ytaflf were 
with the party, and helped the plant 
managers to explain the various opcr 
ations that were being performed. 

The fee Cream plant on Stanley St 
was visited first. The cream and milk- 
arc pasteurized and mixed in the right 
proportions with the other ingredients, 
and then pumped into tanks, where 
the mixtur is kept cool by a ro 
tating coil, .through which water cir- 
culates. From these coolers t>'c mix- 
ture goes to the freezers, where it is 
chilled and beaten up with carbon di- 
oxide gas until it reaches the proper 
consistency and density. The ice 
cream is then run into cans or trays, 
and packed in the freezing room at 
about twenty below zero. The group 
watched the freezing process for some 
time, and then inspected the ammonia 
compressors and the boiler room. The 
Polar Bar machine was found less in- 
teresting htaii these from a mechanic's 
point of view, as it consists essential- 
ly of a length of light chain and a 
dozen hatpins. Before leaving, the 
party were served with cones filled 
direct from the machine, and packed 
with about twice what one usually 
gets in a con? at that. One individual, 
doubtless with the "Take a Brick 
Home" slogan in mind, had a pint car- 
ton filled. 

At the glass ivories, bottle making 
was in full swing, and every stage of 
.the process irom the sand-pile to the 
"Handle with SSarc" label was ob- 
served. Mr. Morin, the manager, 
very kindly showed the party around, 
and talked most interestingly about 
the business. The first machines to 
be seen were .vccmingly very compli- 
cated ones, which suck in melted 
glass and turn out finished bottles at 
at rate of one per second. 

They consist of ten units revolving 
slowly around a common vertical axis. 
Each unit in turn is moved over a 
part of the furnace, where it picks up 
its charge of gas. As it moves away 
from the furnace parts of the unit 
fall away, revealing two blobs of glass 
with a small air space in t'>e centre 
of each. Then the mold doses on the 
glais, which is blown out to fill it, 
and as it again approaches the fur- 
nace the mold sinks and passes under 
it, while the upper part of the unit 
takes in fresh glass as before. The

coming summer. • Nothing could have been more desirable. But 
despite the glowing promises made to the assembled graduates on 
the occasion of the Centennial Celebrations the Arts Faculty has 
been shelved again. 

Of course no one would go so tar as to deny the sentimental 
associations embodied in every nook and corner of the Old Arts 
Building. Such and such a forgotten professor taught in such and 
such a classroom so many decades ago. It is, after all, so pictur- 
esque. Yes, so picturesque, and so insanitary, and so overcrowded, 
and such a delightfully inflammable prey for the first unextinguished 
match that chances to fall between a chink in the boards. The 
City Hall fire was picturesque, very picturesque, and very expen- 
sive . No one quite knows why the Arts Building didn't go up in 
smoke long ago, and if steps arc not taken to provide it with a mod- 
ern fire-proof interior it may do so any day. Doubtless the confla- 
gration would be every wit as picturesque as was the fire which de- 
stroyed the City Hall, and it would be almost as expensive in the 
end. However, it is not to be. 

A glance at the calendar shows that next year students intend- 
ing to study cither Medicine or Law will be. required to take a year 
in the Faculty of Arts or else pass the Senior Matriculation. What 
is to be done with those electing to pursue the first course? Away 
witli thenuto the Old Arts Building. There is always room for an- 
other somewhere or other. The turgid air in the ill-ventilated class- 
rooms can't get much thicker than it generally is at the cud of a 
Ion- day. Perhaps future generations of students will be privileged 
to Jazc'upon a new Arts Building, and in the meantime we can only 
wait . . . .and wonder. 



PEPYS AT McGILL 



The Business Board of the 1923 Annual have announced the 
opening of their drive to secure subscriptions for the book which 
will be published shortly. For some time they have been preparing 
the material for the annual publication, and they promise to have an 
edition that will equal any of those that have been issued in past 
years. 

The business of securing subscriptions for the Junior Year pub- 
lication has always met with a great amount of success on the cam- 
pus, and the men in charge of the sale have seldom had any diffi- 
culty in disposing of the copies printed for the classes other than 
that in charge of the, issue. The truth of the matter is that the stu- 
dents do not buy the book so much for the features which it may 
contain as much as for the purpose of securing a record of the year's 
activities. A properly edited year book contains all of the matters 
of interest that would usually be in a student's diary*" were he to 
keep a faithful account of all the interesting events that have taken 
ace during the college session. The value of the book lies in 
e interest it will arouse in future years rather than the passing 
worth of the volume to the student who lilies to sec his photograph 
in print. 

The nature of the enterprise has always made it necessary that 
the total number of copies should be sold before the book is printed. 
At the time when the first of the volumes come away from the bind- 
er, the men who have prepared the matter are hard at work in an 
effort to pass their sessional examinations; they have not the time 
to arrange for the proper conduct of the sale, nor is there any means 
of making the announcement, inasmuch as the Daily has then 
ceased publication. In addition, the financial risk is too great to al- 
low for any guesswork concerning the number of copies that will be 
needed if the sale is left until the students may examine the books 
they are'.to buy. Under the present systm of arranging the sale, a 
sufficient number of books arc printed to fill the orders that have 
been sent in, and the men who do not buy their books in advance 
have no means of securing a copy. 

There are very few of the students who do not intend to secure 
the current issue of "Old McGill," but many of them arc very tardy 
in placing their orders. The men who control the sale of the book 
are all voluntary workers, and they have to expend an additional 
amount of time and effort if they do not obtain the required number 
of orders at once. As an appreciation of the work done by the stu-' 
dents in charge of the book tbis year the people who arc going to 
h:;y a copy might give their orders as soon as possible.

CORRESPONDENCE 



The fiat has gone forth. The University authorities have dc 
cided to postpone the remodelling of the antiquated and insanitary 
interior of the Old Arts Building for another year, ami to devote 
the funds set aside for this purpose to the construction of a Mining 
Building close to the present Engineering Building. At the same 
time work will be begun on the new Gymnasium during the coming 
summer. Despite an urgent plea for the construction of this build 
ing as near as possible to the Molson Memorial Stadium, which is 
the only logical centre of athletics at this University, it has been 
decided, it has been finally decided, to make use of the "hollow" on 
the Campus near the Physics Building for this purpose. So be it. 

It' is at least something to have a respectable University Gym 
nasium after so many years of waiting. If Physical Education is 
to be compulsory for the students of the Freshman and Sophomore 
years it is most desirable that their exercises should be carried on in 

"attractive and sanitary surroundings. More important still, there 
will be accommodation for about a hundred students over the, pro- 
posed gymnasium. The foundations of future Dormitories are 
about to be laid. After all, the mere question of ultimate location, 
is not such a very important matter, as long as something is defin- 
itely and finally done. Let us be duly thankful for the Gymnasium, 
wherever it may be. But what of the sudden decision to postpone 
the much-needed amelioration of the Arts Building? 

If there are two most wretchedly housed Faculties in this 
Univcrsiay, they arc those of Arts and Law. To say that the avcr- 

1 age visitor from another University, after a brief tour of inspection, 
is wont to stand completely aghast is to put it very mildly indeed. 
The last-named Faculty has for some years past been quartered in 
the northern half of an antiquated residence on University Street, 
which they have' shared with the Divinity Hall of the Montreal 
Theological Colleges affiliated with McGill. Their case is bad, but 
not quite so desperate as that of their elder sister, the Faculty of 
Arts. 

At the top of the Campus, near the last resting place of the 
Honourable James McGill, is a long stone building, consisting of a 
central block,' constructed in or about the Year 'of Grace 1S40, and 
\wo wings joined on to this main building, and of somewhat later 
date. The East Wing is at present occupied by the administrative 
offices of the University, and by the Department of Social Service, 
and the West by the Department of Physical Education. There 
remains, then, the central block and certain portions of the truncated 
arms which serve to joint it to the two wings. This central build- 
ing, which consists in the main of a multitude of passageways, cor- 
ridors and intricate stairways, with a limited number of obsolete 
and extremely ill-ventilated classrooms thrown in for good measure, 
I is at present dedicated to the joint occupation of the Faculty of 
Arts and the School of Commerce — two academic bodies which have 
nothing whatever in common other than the utter wretchedness of 
. their abode. 

All arrangements had been made to rip out the interior of this 
building from .cellar to cupola, and^jjjp build it anew during the

FRENCH TO BE TAUGHT IN 
SUMMER.

tertaihments under the guidance and 
supervision of French-speaking per- 
sons. The students will live in an ex- 
clusively French atmosphere, and hear, 
speak, and read nothing but French 
every day for four weeks. 

To render this French atmosphere 
possible, all students must be in resi- 
dence and will have to pledge them- 
selves to use the French language on 
all occasions, and to read French 
books and French newspapers cxclu- 
ivcly. 

The students will take lectures in 
the mornings and in the afternoons 
will join conversational groups, take 
sight-seeing trips to various points of 
interest, visit industrial .plants. A 
number of "Causeries Artistqucs" will 
also be given in connection with visits 
to the Art Gallery, and any private 
collections that may be thrown open 
to the students. The evenings will 
he devoted to entertainments, illus- 
trated lectures on French life, study 
in the library, conversation and the 
singing of French songs. 

A number of model lessons in the 
Modem Method will be given fo'r the 
I benefit of teachers. 

The women's residence will be in 
the Royal Victoria College, while the 
nun will have rooms in Stralhcona 
Hall. 



The last intercollegiate contest,' and 
the first of its kind to be held in 
Montreal was the gymnastic com- 
petition between Toronto Varuty 
and McGill, which McGill won by 
the score of 7-15 to 741. 

The meet took place on Saturday 
at 10 a.m. and 7..30 p.m., in the gym- 
nasium of the Central V.M.C.A., on 
Drumniond St. The least interesting 
part of the programme was perform- 
ed in the morning, when the set 
movements were gone through on the 
apparatus. The apparatus consisting 
c/f the high bar. the parallel bars, the 
horse and the mats. In I his 1 exercise 
Varsity was more adroit, 'but the Mc- 
Gill men .were more deliberate, and as 
the chief marking of the morning ex- 
ercise was on the form, McGill won 
this part of the contest by 9 points. 

In the evening at 7.30 in order to 
make the competition more attrac- 
tive, the Physical Eds. were called 
upon to demonstrate their .skill in the 
different forms' of exercise. 

The first part of the programme 
was both instructive and interesting, 
the Physical Eds. of 1st and 2nd 
year went through a ser:es of free 
standing exercises. The movements 
were well timed, being syiphlikc and 
graceful. 

Following this the senior group 
gave a fine exhibition of club swing- 
ing. A! any of the hardest and most 
difficult of club swinging stunts were 
done wlih a precision and a grace 
which is seldom seen. 

The McGill and Toronto men then 
tried their skill on the high bar. The 
movements were not set in these ex- 
ercises, and the men were able to do 
more daring and spectacular stunts.

Adams and.Ghadivkk, of Varsity, .al- 
so did some fine work, the latter 
went through a scries of slow motion 
exercises, and without tiluc slightest 
momentum or aid was able to put 
himself into all the positions which 
the other men were only able to ob- 
tain through speed. The motions 
were execeedingly interesting, and 
pleased the audience immensely. 

The contestants next showed their 
ability on the horse. Wiliams, of Var- 
sit}-, could do almost anything with 
his Jeg«', and the way he could twist 
them on this apparatus made it very 
spectacular, Scott o'f McGill, also 
showed up well, ibis back lift being 
of the highest order. 

Scott of McGill and Williams of 
Varsity, electrified the audience by a 
series of tumbles and handsprings' on 
the mats. Chadwick also showed up 
well in this art, and from back flips 
to twisting his Jogs itno all positions, 
he was; an expert and excited loud ap- 
plause. Rolleston also did well 
throughout. 

The Physical Eds. next presented a 
number of interpretive classical dances 
an old English Folk Dance being the 
first of the scries.

Fourteen universities met' recently 
at Boston for the annual convention 
of University and College Unions. 
Tire object of these annua! meet- 
ings is to promote a spirit of friend- 
liness among the colleges, and to as- 
sist all newcomers by helpful advice 
I in matters pertaining to management, 
and so forth. 

At this year's convention an elec- 
tion of officers took place, and a con- 
stitution was drawn up, Drake, of 
Ohio State, being nominated for pre- 
sident, and Bickcrsteth, of Hart 
House, as secretary. Foster, of Har- 
vard, was elected lo the third 'posi- 
tion. 

The secretary ha? charge of what 
may be called a news .syndicate, or 
clearing house to whom all corres- 
pondence is addressed. His duty is 
to keep in touch with other colleges, 
keeping them informed of new 
schemes and offering general good ad- 
vice. For instance, should a college 
contemplate the establishing of a 
cafeteria, the secretary of the associa- 
tion furnishes them advice for their 
venture. 

In the United States there seems to 
be very keen interest taken in the 
support of college unions, 'most col- 
leges paying some individual to act as 
manager. The alumni and undcr- 
grads are also actively interested, but 
matters of responsibility rest on the 
shoulders of the manager, li. C. 
Rochester, president-elect of the 
Union, who represented McGill in the 
convention, was much impressed by 
several novel schemes employed by 
other unions. 

College unions have been in vogue 
only about itwenty-five years, and 
they arc coming into prominence of 
late years. McGill Union is one of 
the oldest, ranking near the Harvard 
Union, which was inaugurated in 
1899! McGill belongs to the associa- 
tion because all colleges possessing a 
union arc eligible for membership. 

Next year the annual meeting is to 
he held at Toronto.

UNIVERSAL TONGUE 
IS.A PROBABILITY 

Philadelphia. — A universal language 
for trade purposes was predicted by 
Sir Robert Falconer, president of the 
University of Toronto, at an address 
before the Philadelphia Society for 
the promotion of liberal studies. The 
now language, 'he said, would be 
adopted only by persons engaged in 
international commercial pursuits, 
while race and national pride would 
preserve the mother tongue in each 
country. 

Tracing the Greek and Roman lit- 
erature, Sir Robert said the classics, 
taken as a whole, were the basils of 
all present-day languages. Speaking 
of humanism as opposed to material- 
ism, and t h osc who rely on force, he 
said: 

It required three months to per- 
suade even the Allies to reduce their 
armament's. The civilization that will 
use those implements of war is far 
from being humanized." 

The world, he declared, is not unit- 
ed on any fundamental morality. "The 
church is weakened," he added, "but

At McGill there 
arc no courses given, which deal with 
this absorbing study, at any great 
length. The nearest approach may 
be found, perhaps, in the medical 
course on "Abnormal Psychology." 
The advantages of this new club are 
very apparent in this line alone. 

Or look at the question of immigra- 
tion and race-absorb tion. To study 
this from the psychological standpoint 
is to view it in a fascinating light, 
and yet it can receive little or no at- 
tention in the lecture room. 

Again, turn to the many riddles of 
our modern educational methods 
which at present take a very small 
place in the curriculum. Undoubtedly 
there is a great need for such a club 
as 1 this. 

So far, any of these questions have 
been discussed under the agenda of 
the Philosophical Society. Now, how- 
ever, the activities of this club have 
expanded so much, and the scope of 
the Psychological field has so greatly 
enlarged, that both cannot be handled 
under one tocicty. What is needed is 
a Psychological Club to deal with its 
own topics and to hear the philoso- 
phers in their more abstract discus- 
sions. 

The inaugural meeting of the new 
club will be held in Strathcona Hall 
on Tuesday, March 21st, at 5.10 p.m., 
sharp. Dr. W. D. Tait, Professor 
of Phychology at McGill, will be there 
to address the meeting, and he is 
very keen on the formation of this 
club, which speaks considerable hopes 
for a great success. 

To any who consider this a bad 
time of the year in which to form a 
club, it may be said that the idea is 
to have a working executive ready to 
start off next session with a swing. 

Membership will be open to all men 
and women of the University, and is 
not «ftmfincd to any one Faculty. 
Medical students as well as.' Arts men 
will find much practical gain from the 
activities of this .club. 

It is hoped that all who can will 
come to Strathcona Hall on Tuesday, 
March 21st. at 5.10 p.m., and start the 
new club with the support it de- 
serves.

The 
electrically driven air compressors 
were next examined, and Mr. Morin 
pointed out a vacuum pump also, with 
the remark that there was probably 
nothing 'like it at McGill.
